: Exceptions to their Articles; that ſo they 
— „%% more PR endeavour a. e 
Tour Majeſty ſatisfatFion : And although they were ready to 
agree to the Articles of Ceſſation, in ſuch manner, as they ex- 
preſt intheir Preface, they cannot agree to the alterationand 
Addition offered by Tour Majeſty , without great preiudice 
to the Cauſe , and dangertothe Kingdom, whoſe Cauſe it ts: 
The reaſons whereof will clearely appearein the Anſwers tothe 
particulars preſt by Tour Majeſty. 


Hs y doe deny that they have reſtrained any Trade, 
but to ſome few of thoſe places where Tour Maieſties 
Forces are Inquartered, and even now in the heat of 
Warre, doe permit the Carriers to goe into all the 
parts oſ the Kingdom, with all ſorts of Commodities

for the uſe of Subjects, except Armes, Ammunition, Maney, and 
Bullion: But if they ſhould grant iuch a free Trade, as Tour Maic- 
ſty defireth, to Oxford, and other places where Your Forces remain, 
it would be very difficult, if not — keep Armes, Ammu-

nition, Mony. and Bullion from imo dur Maieſties Army, 
without very ſtrict and frequent Searches, which would make it fo 
troubleſome , chargeable, and dangerous to the Subiects, that the 
Queſtion being but for twenty daics, for ſo few places, the mil. 
chicfes and inconveniences to the whole Kingdom, would be farre 
greater then any advantage which that ſmall number of Tour Sub- 
jects (whom it concerns ).can have by it. 3 
The Caſe then is much otherwiſe then is expreſt by Tour Maie- 
ſties Anſwer , for whereas they are charged, not to give the leaſt 
admiſſion of this Liberty and freedom of Trade, during the Ceflati- 
on; The truth is, That they doe grant it as fully to the benefit of 
the Subiect, even in time of Warre; And that Jour Maieſty in preſ- 
ſing this for the peoples good, doth therein deſire that which will 
be very little ciall to the Subiects, but exceeding advantagi- 
ous to Tour Maicſty, in ſupplying Tour Army with many neceſſa- 
ries, and making Tour Quarters a Staple for ſuch Commodities as 
maybe vented in theadiacent Counties, and ſo draw many thither, 
whereby the Inhabitants will be better inabled by Loanes, and Con- 
tributiom, to ſupport Tour Maieſties Army. Ind as Tour Maieſti:s 
Army may reccive much advantage, and the other Army much dan- 
ger, if uch freedom ſhould be granted to theſe places; So there is 
no probability that the Army raiſed by the Lords and Common, ſhall 
have any return of Commodities, and other ſupplics from thence, 
which may be uſefull for them; and they conceive, that in a Treaty 
for a Ceſlation, thoſe demands cannot be thought reaſonable, which 
are not indifferent, hat is, equally advantagious to both parties. 
As they have given no interruption to the Trade of the Kingdom, 

but in Relation to the ſupply of the cõtrary Army, which the reaſon 
of War te quires; ſo they beſeech Tour Maicſty toconſider, whether 
ur Souldiers Have not tobbed the Carriars in ſeverall parts, where 
there hath bern no ſuch teaſon; And Tour Ships taken many Slips 0 
the great dãmage, not only of particular Merchats, but of the whole 
Kingdom; And whether. Zour Maieſty have not declared Tour own 
purpoſe, and indeavour by Nour Miniſters of State, to imbargue 
the Merchants goods in Forraĩgu parts, which hath been in ſome 
meaſure executed apon the Ea lane Merchants in De»warke, and 
a Courſe which will muck diminiſh the wealth of the 3 
1 75 violate

violtethe Lat of Nations; make other Pringes biters ofthe dif- 
ferences betwixt Tour Maieſty and Tour People, break ofthe in- 
tercourle between this, and other States, and like tobring us into 
Ils and diſſentions with all the neighbour Nations. 

2. To demand the approving of the Commanders of the Ships, 
is to defire the ſtrength of ene party. to the other, before the dit 
rence be ended againſt all Rules of Treaty; To make a Ceſſation at 
Sea, would — Kingdom naked to thoſe Forraigne Forces, 
which they have great cauſe te beleive, have been ſollieited againſt 
them, and the Ports for ſuch ſupplies of Armes, and Aminuni- 
tion, as ſhall be t from beyond the Seas: but for Conveyi 8 
any number of Forces by thoſe means from one part to another, 
They ſhall obſerve the Articles of the Ceſſation, by which that is 
reſtrained. 

3. As for the expreſſion of the Army raiſed by the Parliament: 
They are contented it ſhould be altered thus, (raiſed by both Hou- 
{es of Parliament) as not deſiting todiffer upon words, but to give 
any concluſive power in this caſe tothe Committee, upon ſuchdif. 
ferences as mayariſe, wherein the Houſes have given no 
direction, is neither ſafe for the Committee to e, not fit for. 
the two Houſes to grant yet to debate and to preſſe the Reaſonof 
their deſires, whereby an agreement from Jour Maieſty may be 
procured, is granted to them: And although the two es did 
think ĩt moſt proper the Ceſſation ſhould be firſt agreed on, and that 
it was unfit to Treat in blood, Tet to fatisfic the World of their ear- 
nelt longing after Peace, They have given power to the Commits 
tees, to enter into the Treaty upon the two firſt Propoſitions, not- 
withſtanding che Ceffation be not yet aſſented to; And thoſe being 
agreed, they hope the Foundation will be layed, not only ofa ſuſpen- 

ion, but of a totall abolition ot all Hoſtility in the Ki 15 

4. If che natureof Warre be duly conſidered, it maſt needs be 
acknowledged, that it is incompatible with the ordinary Rules of 
a peacable Government ; Tour Maieſty would have them commit 
none, but according to the knowne Lawes of the Land, .wher 


they conceive Tour Majeſty underſtands, that it muſt be by the or 


dinary Proceſse of Law , which being granted; ĩt will follow; that 
no man muſt be committed by them for ſupplying Tour Majeſt 
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(4), 
Armes, Powder and Ammwition; For by the Law of the Land. he 
Sabjefts may carry ſuch goods from 2 or any 
Oxferai Tho Souldiers muſt not be committed, ĩ 
Colours, andrefuſe any duty in the Army; no man 
ted for not ſubmitting to neceſſary ſupplies ſo 
be yeelded, in Your Majeſties ſenteinhey hall be 

lies from their Enemies, and to govern or maintainetheir 

diers; It cannot be t t reaſonable, that under the diſguiſe 
of a Ceſſation, they ſhould admit that which will neceffarily pro- 
duce the diſſolving of the Army, and deflutionot the Canſe. - 

It ſeemes net probable that Your Majeſty dothintend, thatif any 
be talen with ſupplies for this Army, or mutining in Your owne, 
That ſuch: Perſons ſhall not be committed, but according to the 
knowne Lawes of the Land, that is, by proceſſe of Law, but rather, 
that Your Majeſty will fo interpret this limitation of known Laws, 
that although it lay ſtrait Bonds upon the two Houſes, yet it leaves 
Your Generall as much liberty as before, for it hath been denyed 
by Your Majeſty, that theſe knowne Lawes give any power to the 
two Houfes of Parliament to raiſe Armes; and ſo conſequently their 
Generall cannot exerciſe any Martiall Law in thoſe caſes; and it is 
not uulibe, but that it will be affirm'd, that the Generalls, conſtitu- 
ted by Your Majeſties Commiſſion have that ye by theſame 
knowne Lawes; ſo that this Article, under the ſpecious ſhew of Li- 
berty and Law, would altogether diſable them to defend their Li. 
berties and Lawes, and would produce to Your Majeſty an abſolute 
Victory and ſubmiſſion, under pretence ofa Ceſſation and Treaty. 
5. Being by neceſſity inevitable on their partinforced to a de- 

fenſive Warre, in this unhappy breach between Your. Majeſty and 
them, and that they are therein warranted both by the Lawes of 
God and man, it muſt needs follow, That by the ſame Lawes they 
are inabled to raiſe meanes to ſupport that Warre; and therefore till 
it ſhallpleaſe God to incline Your Majeſty to afford them ſuch a 
Peaceas may ſecure them, they cannot relinquiſh the power of lay. 
ing Taxes upon thoſe who ought to joyne with them in that de. 
fence, und the 3 waics of leavying thoſe Taxes upon them 
incaſe of refuſall; for otherwiſe their Army mult needs be dil. 
ved: But if Your Majcſty ſhall conſent to disband the — 
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(5). 
cauſe cf the Warre being talen away, the conſequences will like. 
wiſebercmoved; and mgm to the: beneſit᷑ of-thoſe 
Lawes, which the neceſſity of. Armes bath in fuch caſes faipeyded. 

6, They deny any pretence of conſenting to thoſe alterations 
and additions offer d by Your Majelty, onlyin — — They 
fay, they have conſidered of thoſe Articles, with ſuch alterations & 

tions; Vnto which Articles they proteſt they were ready to 
agree, not as — omg with thoſc altcrationzdatid- - 
ditions, but in ſuch manner as they expreſſed. As for theclauſe leſt 
out in the taird Article, itimplyed a freedome af paſſatze, andedm- 
munication of Quarters, which is contrary to thematore ofa Caſſa- 
tion, whereby matters ſhould be preſerved in the ſtate they are, 
and neither party have liberty ſo much to advantage himſelfe, as it 
is evident Your Majeſty might doe, if Your Forces in the North 
and Weſt might joyne with thoſe at Oxford, and bring thoſe ſup- 
plies of Treaſure or Armes thither which were brought out of 
Holland, or at leaſt it ould be fo indifferent, as togivea —— 
nable advantage to the other ſide, which this doth not; for the For- 
cesunder the power of both Houſes are ſo diſpoſed, that they have 
an eaſy paſſage from one to the. other; -But Tout Majeſtics Forces 
are ſevered the one from the other by many large Counties, ſtrong 
Paſſes, and competent Armies; and if they had admitted this Clauſe, 
they had bereaved themſelves of one of the greateſt advantages, 
and freed Your Majeſties 3 of one of the greateſt inconvenĩen- 
cies, which Your Maieſty or they have in this Warre. 

For the Reaſons alleadged, they cannot agree to the alterations 
and enlargements of the Ceſſation propounded ; or to transferre 
any ſuch power to the Committee of Treaty, debating and agree- 
ng upon thoſe Articles in any other manner, then the Houſes ve 
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e may be opened toa ſe-

1. For the Freedom of Trade; His Majeſty hath great 
Reaſonto Require, and the two Houſes to admit that tree. 
dom to His good Subjects He deſired. For what concernes 
the ſupply ofthe Army _=_ Armes, Ammunition, Mony, 
Bullion, and Victualls, He conſented to the very termes 
propoſed hy the o Houſes, andthat they may be obſer. 
ved, is contented that ſearches may be made, which being 
but the Jes of . — 0 is not conſiderable, 
in reſpeR of the publique. hene fi and aquantage. But wh 

allorhe Liberty of of Fraß qu bg and Commerpe ſhould oe 
be granted fo 974 good Subjects, He: cannot ugderſtand,for 
thak His Mal 1 5 Army ſhould receive ng wheres 
thereb the al 920 ONE, is in no degree con- 
Ef, 1 ma e ae i es, where no 
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at rt gyident Ax antage to thote who de- 
E-the bene Him, nd to His People for His lake. And 
it cannot be denyed, but this freedom is ſo very beneſciall 
to His Subjects, and ſo wholy conſi grable to His Mazeſty 
under that Notign,thattheiryery ſuhſiſtence UN 
it, and by this meanes Trade may he continued, whicttif a 
little more ſuppreſſed by theſe Diſtractions, will not be ea- 
ſily recovered, even by a ſetled Peace. 

His Majeſty believes tharſome Qatiers have been rob'd 
by His Majdſties Souldiars, but tis as trua that no com- 
plaint hath been made to Him of that kind, which He hath 
not received to the Reliefe and Reparation ofthe Petitio- 
ners, and tis therefore Nis deſire that both Houſes would 
joyne with Him, (at leaſt during the Ceſſation) : that there 
might be no more ſuch violences and Interruptions offered 
to His good Subjects by — — 1 

For the imbarguing 0 $ in Forraigne 
parts, His Majeſty denyes, that any cndeavourhath yet been 
made by His Miniſters of State to that purpoſe; But tis true 
His Majeſiy hath declared His Reſolutions, which He ſhall 
purſue, that ſuch perſons = abſolve themfelves from 
their obedience to Him, and aſſiſt orconlentto Actions of 
Diſloyalty to Him here, ſhall be deprived of thoſe advanta- 
ges, and muſt not expect that Protection from Him abr 
which is due, and which Heal wayes hath and will allow to 
His good Subjects: and this is not to make other Princes 
Arbiters of the differences betwixt His Majeſty and His 
People, but to uſe the mutuall Amity and Corre 
with other Princes for the maintenance and ſupport of that 
Dignity for which it is made and entred into. 

2. His Majeſty did not demand the approving of the 
Commanders of Ships only with reference to His preſent 
Right, for then He would * demanded not the approba-

tion of the Commanders, but the ſhipsthemſclves; But this 
demand wasand isathing 9 — for His bia, ty, 
forthe ſetting our the preſent Fleet is pretended tobe for 
the Defence of His Majeſties Dominions; and which can- 
notconveniemly ſufferany Alteration in Commanders, if 
the Ceſſation and Peace fhould be fully and ſpeedily agreed 
upon, and therefore tis moſt neceſſary for His Majeſty to 
know both the * and to approve of the Comman- 
ders, who will not be ſo fit to be altered when once they 
are ſent out. His Majeſty dannot ſee how a Ceſſation at Sea 
between His Majeſty and His Subjects ſhould leave the 
Kingdom naked to forraigne Forces, ( continuance of 
Warre maywell doe it) and His ' Majeſty is willing to con- 
curre in the teſiſtanee of all fuch of what kind ſoever; And 
expects that, during the Ceſſation, the conveying all For- 
ces from one part to another by Sea, for the aſsiſtance of 
the Earke of Eſex, be reſtrained, which both Houſes ſeem 
now to conſent to, whick was not at all expreſſed in their 
former Articles. 

3. His Maffties opinion how unſit it was to Treat in 
blood, ſufficiently appears, this debate concerning a Ceſſa- 
tion ariſing firſt from His Majeſties motion, (it being left 
out in the Anſ wer to His Meſſage for a Treaty) in order to 
which He had and hath great reaſon to deſire, that the 
Committee may have Liberty to debate and conclude any 
differences and expreſſions in the Articles of the Ceſſation, 
that the ſame may be reeonciled and removed without re- 
mitting all Queſtions to London. For as thoſe now conſen- 
ted to, might in much leſſe time have been agteed here, if 
there had been that Liberty, ſo there can hardly be a right 
and cleer underſtanding of Intentions without expounding 
ot words, and knowing the meaning from each other, as 
in

in the conſent which His Majeſty now underſtands to be 
iven by both Houſes, that no Forces ſhall,during the Ceſ- 
ation, be ſent by Sea, for the reliefe of any place now held 
by them, the Expreſſion is not ſo cleer, but referreth to 
Articles, in which if it was not compriſed before, as His 
Majeſty doth not conceive it was, no Alteration is made 
by what now ſeems to beconſented to; And the Liberty 
which to all underſtandings may ſeem to be given by te- 
moving out of one Quarter to another, within the Pre. 
eincts propoſed,is not yet ſo demonſtrable, The Commit- 
tee having no Power to anſwer what they underſtand in 
that poynt, which is moſt neceflary ro be known, thatthe 
Peace be not broken during that Ceſſation, And His Ma- 
jeſty wonders that it ſhould be thought unſafe or unſit to 
give fuch a concluſive power ot ſuch differences and doubts 
to the Committee here, when tis notoriouſly known, that 
the very Liberty and Property of the Subject is committed, 
not only to other Committees ot the Houſes without re- 
orting to the Houles, but to perſons who are imployed 
by themuninterefled in, and unacquainted with the directi- 
ons ofcither or both Houſes, 
» It was no part of His Majeſties Intention, that His 
Articleagainſt Imprifonment of His Subjects, otherwiſe 
then according tothe known Lawes of the Land, ſhould 
extend to the deſt;ucion of the military Diſcipline of ei- 
ther Army; but this is a very ſufficient inſtance of the ne- 
ceſſity of enabling ſome Perſons to conclude upon theſe 
Articles, without which (through Inanimadvertence or 
doubtfulneflc in the Expreſs ions) they who are neereft of 


a mind, will hardly evercome to conclude, if every Pun. 


#:lio muſt be forced tobe ſent forwards and backwards a 
hundred miles; and ( itthis Authority had been given to 
BY | F 3 the 
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tht Committee here, as for ſuch cauſes was deſited) a limi. 
tation of halfe a dozen words (which would have been ag 
ſoon agreed to as propoſed) would have ſaved moſt of this 
fourth Reaſon; and he that deſires any thing neceſſary to 
the ſpeed of this Ceſſation gives a good argument of de. 
firing the Ceſſation it ſelfe, and who ever is averſe to the 
one, can hardly be chought inclinableto the other. 

But ſuch of His Subjects as are not concerned in the Diſ. 
eipline of the Army, ate not concerned inthis objection, 
and His Majeſty hath reaſon to inſiſt that the ſame Liberty 
may be reſtored to them in which they were borne, and the 
Care and Defence of which is ſo much, and ſo meerly pre- 
tended by thoſe who deny it to them. 

5. Though it grieves His Majeſty to the Soul to ſee the 
preſent miſerable condition of His Subjects groaning under 
fo many viſible preſſures, becauſe of an inviſible neceſsi 
and plundred and impriſoned to maintain ſuch a defenſive 
Warre as was begun to be raiſed againſt Him, before His 
Majeſty had granted one Commilsion to raiſe a man, yet 
He cannot but be pleaſed withthe Ingenuity ofthis Con- 
feſsion, that the implicite Faith of His ſeduced Subjects be. 
gins to wear out ſo faſt, that the Authority of declaring 
new unkuowyn fundamentall Lawes, doth not now ſo work 
withthem, to believe that theſe Taxes are laid according 
tothe Lawes of Godand Man, nor the many pretencesof 
imminent dangers, and inevitable ruine of their Religion, 
Lawes and Liberties, ſo perſwade them to believe this 
Cauſe to be the Cauſe of the Kingdom, but that if their 

cauſe, authority and eloquence were not aſsiſted by Force 
and Rapine, their Army muſt needs be diſſolved for want 
of being thought fit, much leſſe neceſſary to be paid by 


thole, who have equall Right to judge of the neceſsity and 
danger -

danger, and for whoſe ſakes, intereſts, and concernments 
only it was pretended to be railed, and who are defended” 
by itagaioſt their wills, Nor is it ſtrange, that His Majeſty 
cannot reccive theſe Charges upon Him as a reaſon to make 
Him contented and acquieſce with theſe Injuries ro His 
Subjects, or that they who ſaw His Majeſties Condition the 
laſt Yeare / till continued violence againſt Him opened 
the Eyes and Hearts of His Subjects co His Alsiſtance) 
ſhould not believe that He began that Watre, which they 
law Him ſo unlikely to reſiſt, or that they, who could ne- 
ver find nor hear from them ( who uſe not too modeſtly 
to conceale what is for their advantage) that from the be- 
inning of the world to this preſent Parliamẽt ever one man 
was raiſed before by Commilsion frõ both Houſes, ſhould 
not believe the raiſing of that their Army to be ſo warranted! 
as is pretended, and any more approve of their Law then of 
their neceſsity, or that they who know that His Majeſty (in 
' whomihe power of making. Warre and Peace was neyes 
denied to be, till theſe new Doctrines which make it un 
lawfull for Him to do any thing, & law full to do any thing 
againſtHim; were of late diſcovered) though He can legally 
rait an Army, is not allowed to be legally able to raiſe Mo- 
ny to maintain it, will not allow of the argument from the 
Power of Raiſing to the Power of Taxing, and are as little 
latis ſied with their Logick as withtheir Law, andextream- 
lytroubled to pay an Army they doe not deſire, for anegel- 
ſity they cannot ice, by a Law they never heard of, aud 
that other men without their conſent muſt be jealous, feax- 
full and quickſighted at their charges; and they have gręat 
Reaſon to be apt to ſuſpect that thoſe made moſt haſt to 
make a Warre, and have leaſt deſire of making Peace who 
in tine of Warre ptetend their legall power to be ſo vaſtly 
* enlar- 
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enlarged, His Majeſty therefore hath great reaſon to inſiſt 
that no violence or Plundring be offered to His Subjects for 
not ſubmitting to the illegall Taxes of one or both Houſes, 
which in it ſelfe is equall, His Majeſty being willing to be 
obliged from the hke Courſe, andrelying wholly upon the 
known luſtice of His Cauſe, and the affection of His Peo. 
ple, and in which (if the Kingdom be of theit mind, and 
believe the Cauſe of the contrary Army to be really their 
own) the advantage would be wholly theirs. And this 
Iudgement will be beſt given, when the People is left to 
their Liberty in this deciſion. 

His Mafcſties reall deſire of disbanding the Armies may 
tully appeare hy His often ſecking and earneſt Endeavours 
to continue and cone lude this Treaty in order to that dis.

6. His Majeſty leaves their Preamble to all the World 
to conſider, and to judge whether any man by their ſaying. 
they were ready toagree to His Majeſties Articles in the. man- 
ner as was expreſt, would not have expected to have found, 
after that expreſsion, that they had agreed at leaſt to ſome 
one thing materiall in them, and had not only meant by a- 
3 was expreſt, to expreſſe they would uot agrer at 
For the clauſe of Communication of Quarters fo quietly 
left out, His Majeſty looks upon it as of moſt infinite im- 
portance, the leaving out of that, having diſcompos'd the 
whole; many things having in the reſt beea aſſencedto, 
whichweretherefore only yeelded, becauſe the Inconveni- 
ences growing by thoſe clauſes , if they were alone, were 
ſalved by that Addition, and ſomethings inthe other very 
darke and doubtfull, were by that interpreted and cleered. 
And His Majeſty is ſufficiently informed how highly it 
concernes 
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concernes Him, that every thing be ſo cleer, that after no 
Differences may ariſeupon putable Poynt, ſince they 
whoſe Vnion, Induſtry, Subtilty and Malice could per- 
ſwade any of His People, that inthe buſineſſe of Nraince- 
ford He had broken a Ceſſation, before any was made or 
offered, would have a much eaſier workto lay the breach 
of a made Ceſlation to His Majeſties Charge, it the 
ground of that — 1 leaſt diſpute. E 
His Majeſty dot » that to preſerve thingsin t 
" fame — ſides with as little 5 diſad- 
vantage to either, as the matter will poſſibly bear, is truly the 
nature of a Ceſſation, and is willing this Principle ſhould 
be made the Rule, and never intended any thing that ſhould 
contradid itz But cannot ſee the inequality in this which is 
pretended, For could Sir Ralph Hopton and the Earle of 
Newcaſtle come by this meanes to the King, and. not the 
Earle of Stanford, and Lord Fairfax to the Earle of Eſſex? 
Nor can His Majeſty finde any ſtronger Paſſes or Forces to 
hinder His Armies from joyning with Him, then hinders 
theirs from joyning with them. If the forces be unequall, 
theirs will hardly hinder the paſſage of His without a Ceſ- 
{ationgifthey be equall, their comming in time of a Ceſlati- 
on will be of equalluſe and advantage to their fide, ſome- 
what in poynt of ſupplies to come with them excepted, 
and ſome advantage to one fide will be, poyſe it how you 
will. But onthe other fide, if this clauſe be not in, how 
much greater is the diſadvantage the other way by ſome 
Clauſes? And how are His Forces, principally the Earle 
of Newcaſtles cooped up in old and eaten up Quarters, or 
neceſſitated to retire to ſuch as are more harren and more 
eaten? So thet if this were yerlded to, underthe diſguiſe of 
a Ceſſation, He muſt admit that which will much cadan- 
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ger the diſſolving of the Army; and deſtruQion of the - 
Cauſe, which is ſucha diſadvantage as is againſt the naturs 
ot a Ceſſation formerly agreed and ſtated. 
Norwithſtanding all this, His Majeſty, to ſhew His extra- 
ordinary and abundant deſire of Peace, and to prevent the 
effuſion of Blood, is contented, if both Houſes ſhall refuſe 
to cõſeat to His Propoſitions, whieh are ſo much for the be. 
ne fit & ad vancement ot the publique Trade & advantage of 
His good Subjects, to admit a Ce ſſation uponthe matter of 
their owne Articlesz expecting that Liberty be givemto the 
Commitee to wordit as to thereall meaningand 
intention, and that the Remove of Quarters withintheir 
own Bounds, wluch is intended, may be ſo expreſt and un- 
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meanes be raifed to the Deſtructionof His Subjects, extra- 
ordinary advantage to them, and great diſadvantage to His 
Majeſty, who can neither obtaine His own conſent to take 
the like courſes, nor in Caſe He could, is He ſo Quartered, 
as to have within the Power of His Army (without breach 
of the Ceſſation by drawing neerer to their Forces ) any 
ſuch City, or ſo many, ſo rich and ſo freſh Counties, as 
they have to retire into to that purpole. So that as nothia 
is more juſt init felfe, and for His People, then ſuch a limi. 
tation, ſo nothing can be more unequall to His Majeſt yg Or 
moreadvantagiousto them, thenthe admiſſion of, or con- 
nivence to any ſuch practices upon His People. This Cel. 
ſation to begin on the ninth of April, andto continue to the 
end of twenty dayes from the 25. of Merch, And His Ma- 
jeſty deſres that the Treaty may proceed upon the Propo- 
fitions ih order, upon which His Majeſty hath an earueſt 
deſire, that a firme and ſtable Peace may be agreed on, and 
both Armies ſpeedily disbanded, otherwiſe, if during this 
Ceſſation (in the Articles of which His Majeſty in order to 
Peace, hath yeelded tothings manifeſtly unreaſonable and 
prejudiciall to His Army) the Treaty be not diſpatched, 
His Majeſty cannot without manifeſt ruine to His Army 
{principally that of the North ) be able to containe Him. 
ſelfe beyond this time, now limited forthe Ceſſation, in 
the Quarters in which He hath ſo long been, and now is, 
and which will hardly be able to hold outſo long, but muſt 
be forced to remove, as Heſhall find agreeable for His 
occaſions. 
And incaſeany delay be made in conſenting to theſe His 
Majeſties Limitations, or that the Houſes ſhall re ject this 
His offer of Ceſſation , His Majeſty as He hath lately deſi- 
red (by a Propoſition to both Houſes, delivered to their 
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Committee, to which He hath yet received no Anſwer) ſ 
He doth earneſtly continue to deſire, that the Treaty it * 
may not be delayed or interrupted by it, but that their 
Committee may be enabled to proceed upon it in the mean 
while.

Y Inſtructions this day received from both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, we humbly conceive that we are roacquaint Your Ma- 
jeſty , that they have taken into conſideration Your Majcſtics An- 
ſwer to their Reaſong concerning the Ceflation, wherein there are 
diverſe expreſſions which will oceaſion particular replyes , which 
at this tons = deſire to — their — and — be- 
ing earn ent upon taining a Peace, far which 
curſe the - Br not Vibe good to — ps. more of the time 
allowed for the Treaty, in any farther debates upon the Ceflation, 
concerning which they find Your Majeſties Expreſſions fo doubt - 
full, that it cannot be ſuddenly or eaſily reſolved, and the remainder 
of the time for the whole Treaty , ing but ſeven dayes, it the 
Ceſſation were preſently agreed, it would not yeeld any conſide- 
rableadvantage to the Kingdom. 

Wherefore we are required to deſire Your Majeſty togive a 
fpecdy and poſitive Anſwer to the firlt Propoſition concerning the 
Disbanding, that ſo Your Subjects may not only have a ſhadow of 
Peace ina ſhort time of Ceflation, but the ſubſtance of it in ſuch 
manner as may be a perpetuall bleſſing to them, by freeing theKing- 
dom from thoſe miſerable effects of Warre, the effuſion of Engliſn 
Blood, and deſolation of many parts of the Land.

Anſwer to the foregoing Paper. 
F the Committee, according to His 
Majeſties defire, had had but power to 
agree in the wording of Expreſſions in 
the Articles of Ceſſation, His Majeſtics 
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which are as clear as the matter would 
beate, and as e could make them) had 
not appeared ſo doubtfull to any, but 
that the Ceſſation might have been ſud- 
denly and ſpeedily reſolved, and that long before this time. 
And it the Expreſsions of both Houſes intheir Reaſons had 
not neceſsitated His Majeſty in His own Defence, to give 
fuch Anſwers as could not upon thoſe poynts deliver Truth 
without ſome ſhew of ſharpneſle, no expteſs ion of that kind 
in His Majeſties anſwer had given any pretence for the Re- 
jection of, or retuſing ſo much as to Treat upon the Ceſſa. 
tion; Which though it were at preſent for no long time, 
yet) was from the day named by themſelves the 25. of 
Harch, Whereas His Majeſty firſtmov'd for a Ceſſation 
and Treaty wi hout any Limitation at all in the time of ej. 
ther; and His Majeſty was moſt ready to haveenlarged the 
time (lo that in the mean while the poynt of Quarters might 
be ſo ſetled, as that His Armies might ſubſiſt,) and which 
might have been (if they had pleas d) a very good and pro- 
miſing earneſt and Forerunner of chat great Bleſsing of 
Peacez for the obtaining of which the wiſhes and endea- 
vours of all good men being earneſtly bent, a farther de- 
bate in order to ſo gteat a benefit did not deſerve to be ſti. 
ied a Conſumption ot time. And His Majeſty cannot but 
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conceive Himſeite to be in a ſtrange Condition, if the 
doubtſulneſſe of Expreſsions, (which muſt alwaies be,whi. 
leſt the Treaty is at ſuch a diſtance, and power is denied to 
thoſe upon the place to help toclear and explain) or His ne. 
ceſſary Replying to Chaiges laid upon Him, (that Hee 
might not ſeem to acknowledge what was ſo charged) or 
the Limitation of the time of leven daies for the Treaty 
(which was not limited by His Majeſty, who ever deſired 
to have avoyded that and other Limitations, - which have 
given great interiuptions to it) ſhould be as well believed to 
be the. Grounds, as they are made - the Arguments 
of the Rejection ot that, which ( next to Peace it ſelfe) His 
Majeſty above all things moſt dęſires to ſeg ＋ and ſet- 
led, and which His Majeſty hopes (if it may be yet agreed 
on) will give His People ſuch a Taſt of ſucha Blcſsing, that 
after a ſnoit time of conſideration and comparing of their 
feverall Conditions in Warre and Peace, and whatſhould 
move them to ſuffer fo much by a Change, they will not 
think thoſe their Friends that (hall force tnem to it, or be 
themſelves ready to contribute to the rene wing of their 
former miſeries, without ſome greater evidence ot Neceſsi- 
ty then can appeare to them, when they ſhall have ſeen ( as 
they ſhall ſee, if this Treaty be ſuffered to proceed ) that His 
Majeſty neither askes nor denies any thing , but what not 
only according to Law He may, but what in Honour and 
Cate of His People He is obliged to ask or deny. And this 
alone (which a very ſhort Ceſſation would produce) His 
Majeſty eſteemes a very conſiderable Advantage to the 
Kingdom; and therefore cannot bur preſſe again and again, 
that whatever is thought doubtfull in the Expreſs ions of 
the Articles, may (as in an Houre it may well be done) be 
exfounded, and whatſoever is excepted at may be W 
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and concluded, and that Power and InſtruRions may be gi- 
ven to the Committee to that end, thatthe miſerable effects 
of Warre, the effuſion of Engliſh blood, and deſolation of 
Erigland ( untill they can be totally taken away) may by 
this means be ſtayed and interrupted. . 

His Majeſty ſuppoſes, that when the Committee was 
laſt required to deſite His Majeſty to give a ſpeedy and po. 
fitive Anſwer to the firſt Propoſition concerning disban- 
ding, His anſwers in that poynt (to which no reply hath 
been made, and which He hopes by this time have given 
fatisfation) were not transmitted and received, but won. 
ders the Houſes ſhould preſſe His Majeſty for a ſpeedy and 
poſitive Anſwer to the firſt part of their firſt Propoſition 
concerning disbanding, when to the ſecond part of the very 
ſame Propc ſition, concerning His returne to both Houſes 
of Parliament, they had not given any power or inſtructi- 
ons to the Committee, ſo much as to Treat with His Maje. 
Ry; And when His Majeſty (it His deſire of Peace and 
of ſpeeding the Treaty in order to that had not been preva- 
lent with Him) might with all manner of luſtice have de- 
layed to begin to Treat upon one part, untill they had been 
inabled to treat uponthe other; In which poynt, and for 
want of which Power from them, the only ſtop now re- 
maines, His Majeſties Anſwers to both parts of their firſt 
Propoſition, being given in, tranſmitted, and yer remaining 
unanſwered, To which, untill the Houles ſnall be at leaſure 
to make anſwer, that as little delay in this Treaty, as is poſſi- 
ble, may be caus'd by it; His Majeſty deſires likewiſe, That 
the Committee may be inabled to Treat upon the follows 
ing Propoſitions in their ſeverall orders. : 
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
